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AN ACT PROVIDING FOll tHE ORGANIZATION 
AND GOVERNMENT OF AN INSULAR CON- 
STABULARY AND FOR THE INSPECTION 
OF THE MUNICIPAL POLICE. 

By authority of the President of the United States, be 
it enacted by the United States Philippine Commis- 
sion, that: 

SECTION I. An Insular Constabulary is hereby 
established under the general supervision of the Civil 
Governor for the purpose of better maintaining peace, 
law and order in the various provinces of the Philip- 
pine Islands, organized, ofiBcered and governed as 
hereinafter set forth. 

Sec. 2. A corps of inspectors is also hereby 
created for the purpose of commanding, disciplining, 
and efficiently directing the Insular Constabulary 
hereby created, and inspecting the municipal police of 
the various municipalities, which shall consist of not 
less than one nor more than four Provincial Police In- 
spectors for each province now or hereafter organized. 

Sec. 3. The Insular Constabulary shall consist 
of not less than fifteen privates, one sergeant and one 
corporal, and not more than one hundred and fifty 
privates, four sergeants and eight corporals for each 
province. The sergeants, corporals and privates to 
serve in any province shall be selected from the resi- 
dents of such province. They shall be enlisted for 
two years unless sooner discharged. The number of 
privates, sergeants and corporals, within the above 
limit, shall be fixed by the Chief of the Insular Con- 
stabulary, with the approval of the Civil Governor. 



Sec. 4. The office of Qhief of Insular Constabu- 
lary is hereby created, the incumbent of which shall 
be appointed by the Cfvil Governor by and with . 
the consent of the Commission. He shall be ' 
a peace officer, shall be the head of the Insular 
Constabulary, and shall have general charge and con- 
trol thereof and shall see that brigandage, insur- 
rection, unlawful assemblies, and breaches of the 
peace and other violations of law are prevented or 
suppressed and the perpetrators of such offenses ar- 
rested, and peace, law and order maintained. He shall 
be paid an annual salary of four thousand dollars 
($4,000.00). It shall be his duty to see that the In- 
sular Constabulary hereby created is properly selected 
and organized and that it is suitably armed, uni- 
formed, equipped, governed, disciplined and in all 
respects made and kept effective for the performance 
of its duties. He is hereby given authority, and it is 
made his duty, to appoint at least one Trovincial In- 
spector, and as many more, not exceeding four, as in 
his judgment the public interest requires for each 
province in the Philippine Islands, who shall be citi- 
zens of the United States or of the Philippine Islands, 
or have the rights of natives under the Treaty of Paris. 
The Insular Chief is also given authority to suspend, 
and, after due hearing, to remove, any Provincial In- 
spector or other member of the Insular Constabulary 
for inefficiency, misconduct, or disloyalty to the 
United States. He is further given authority to fill 
all vacancies by making temporary or permanent 
appointments occurring by reason of the suspen- 
sion, removal, resignation., death, or disability to 
act, of any Provincial Inspector, sergeant, corporal 
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or private of the Insular Constabulary. The In- 
sular Chief is also empowered and directed to tnake 
reasonable and proper rules for examination for 
the appointment of any Provincial' Inspector and 
for selection and promotion of the sergeants, corporals 
and privates of the Insular Constabulary. 

) Sec. 5. The offices of First, Second, Third and 
Fourth Assistant Chiefs of Constabulary are also 
hereby created, the incumbents of which offices shall 
be appointed by the Civil Governor by and with the 
consent of the Commission, and shall each be paid an 
annual salary of two thousand, seven hundred and 
fifty dollars {$2,j$o:oo), ranking in order of their 
number. They shall report to and be under the 
general supervision and direction of the Insular Chief, 
but, subject to such supervision and direction, they 
shall have all the power and be required to perform 
all the duties of the Insular Chief in their respective 
districts. It shall be the duty of the Insular Chief to 
divide the provinces of the Philippine Islands into 
four districts as nearly equal in population and size as 
may be, and he shall assign an Assistant Insular Chief 
to each of the said districts, but the Insular Chief 
may, jn his discretion, change the territorial limits 
of such districts and may change such Assistant Insu- 
lar Chiefs from one district to another as the public 
interests may seem to require. In the event of the 
temporary absence of the Insular Chief or of his 
inability from any cause to perform the duties of his 
office, the same shall be performed by the Assistant In- 
sular Chief highest in rank available for that purpose. 

Sec. 6. The Insular Chief shall prescribe for , 
the Insular Constabulary suitable arms, uniforms and 
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equipment and shall report to the Commissio|i,i. 
through the Civil Governor, his action in this regard^ 
together with a statement of the cost, to the end 
that appropriation may be made to defray the cost 
thereof. The guns, revolvers and ammunition needed 
to equip the insular and municipal police shall be 
purchased by the lusular Purchasing Agent on the 
order of the Chief of Insular Constabulary, by whom' 
they shall be distributed to the provinces and mu- 
nicipalities as they may be needed. The Chief of 
Insular Constabulary shall keep a record of the guns 
and revolvers distributed by their numbers to mu- 
nicipalities and provinces. The Insular Chief may, 
in his discretion, subject to the approval of the 
Civil Governor, direct that all or any part of the 
Insular Constabulary shall be mounted on horses 
and act as a mounted patrol for their respec-, 
tive provinces. The Insular Chief shall, with the ap- 
proval of the Civil Governor, prepare a manual of 
discipline for the provincial and municipal police, 
and a code of rules defining their lawful powers and 
duties. Such manual and code shall be translated into 
Spanish, Tagalog, Visayan, Ilocanoand Bicol, and cir- 
culated among all the provincial and municipal police. 

Sec. 7. Whenever the Insular Chief or Assistant 
Insular Chief deems it necessary on account of 
lawlessness or opposition of a lawless nature against ■ 
the properly constituted authorities, he may unite 
the constabulary of two or more provinces under 
his own command or under the command of a Pro- 
vincial Inspector whom he shall name, but such con- 
solidation shall not be permanent nor last longer 
than the immediate exigency requiring it. 
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Sec. 8. The payment of the InsiUar Constabu- 
lary is assumed by the Insular Government. 

Sec. 9. The Provincial Inspectors, under the 
general supervision, direction and control of the Insu- 
lar Chief and the Assistant Chiefs of Constabulary, 
shall have command of the Insular Constabulary of 
their respective provinces, and are empowered to sus- 
pend, and, after hearing, to dismiss, any member of 
the force under their charge for inefficiency, miscon- 
duct or disloyalty to the United States, subject to the 
approval of the Assistant Insular Chief in charge. 
The Insular Constabulary are hereby declared to be 
peace officers and are authorized and empowered to 
prevent and suppress brigandage, unlawful assemblies, 
riots, insurrections and other breaches of the peace 
and violations of law. They, and each of them, are 
empowered to make arrests upon reasonable suspicion 
without warrant for breaches of the peace or other 
violations of the law, and are also empowered and re- 
quired to execute any lawful warrant or order of ar- 
rest issued against any person or persons for any vio- 
lation of the law by any Judge of the First Instance or 
Justice of the Peace or any other officer authorized by 
law to issue a warrant. When any arrest is made 
under the provisions of this section without warrant 
the officer making the arrest shall obtain a warrant 
from competent authority at the earliest practical 
moment under the circumstances. Prisoners, with or 
without warrant, shall in all cases, within twenty-four 
hours if reasojiably practicable, be brought before a 
Judge or Justice of the Peace having jurisdiction over 
the offense, for examination and release after bail, 
if the offense is bailable. When in pursuit of 
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criminals the Provincial Inspector of one province in ,j 
charge of Insular Constabulary is authorized to } 
continue the pursuit beyond the borders of the 
province in which he has ordinary jurisdiction, and 
arrest the offenders. 

SBC. lo. It shall be the duty of the Provincial 
Governor, whenever any Provincial Inspector or 
other member of the Provincial Constabulary is, in 
his judgment, guilty of any official oppression, 
extortion or other violation of duty, to make im- 
mediate report of the same to the Civil Governor, 
with all the particulars thereof. 

SBC. II. Upon the call of the Provincial Gov- 
ernor, the Provincial Inspector or Inspectors in charge 
of the Insular Constabulary in any province shall 
suppress riot or lawlessness, or apprehend offenders 
against the law, or assist the municipal police in the 
discharge of their duties, and shall furnish a suitable 
guard for the Governor or any other provincial officer 
to accompany and protect him in the proper discharge 
of his duties. 

Sec. 12. It shall be the duty of each Provincial 
Inspector to make as frequent inspections as may be 
■ of the police force of each and every municipality 
within his province and make due report to his Assist- 
iii ant Insular Chief as to their equipment and Efficiency 
and generally as to the conditions as regards peace, 

•: observance of law and order which prevail in the sev- 

|| eral municipalities of his province. The Insular Chief 
ji or the Assistant Insular Chiefs under his direction 
shall make suitable rules and regulations for the direc- 
tion and guidance of the Provincial Inspectors in 
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making such inspections, and may require reports 
from the Chief of Police of each municipality as to the 
number, equipment and state of discipline of the 
police force of such municipality, together with any 
information which may be deemed desirable as to the 
operations of such police force and as to the con- 
ditions as regards peace, law and order prevailing in 
such municipalities. 

Sec. 13. In the event any Provincial Inspector 
in charge shall find that the officers or men of any 
municipal police force are inefficient, dishonest, dis- 
loyal to the United States, or guilty of any viola- 
tion of law or duty, authority is hereby given him to 
suspend the offender, and, after due hearing, to 
dismiss him, and the vacancy thus occasioned shall 
be filled as provided by the provisions of the Munici- 
pal Code. 

Sec. 14. Whenever the Presidente of any muni- 
cipality is unable to preserve the peace within his 
municipality with the municipal police under his 
control, he is hereby required to report that fact to 
the Provincial Inspector in charge, whose duty it shall 
be to render such assistance in the maintenance or 
restoration of peace and order as may be requisite to 
that end, and the Provincial Inspector, in the event 
he is so notified, is authorized and empowered tem- 
porarily to take command of and direct the operations 
of the police force said municipality in conjunction 
with the Insular Constabulary under his command 
until peaceful conditions are restored. 

SBC. 15. Each official and member of the Insular 
Constabulary shall, before entering upon the duties 



of his office or position, make and subscribe t 
following oath: 

I, , having 

been appointed as 

of the Insular Constabulary in the Province

solemny swear (or affirm) that I recognize and accept 
the supreme authority of the United States of America, 
and will maintain true faith and allegiance thereto; 
that I will obey the laws, legal orders and decre^ 
promulgated by its duly constituted authorities; that 
I impose upon myself these obligations voluntarily, 
without mental reservation or purpose of evasion; and 
that I will well and faithfullj' discharge the duties of 
the office upon which I aim about to enter; so help 
me God. (lyast four words to be stricken out in case 
of affirmation.) 

(Signature of officer or member.) 

Subscribed and sworn to (or affirmed) before. me 
this . . . . day of 19 

The oath may be taken before any Judge, Justice 
of the Peace, or Notary Public, and when taken shall 
be filed in the office of the Insular Chief. 

Sec. 16. The annual salaries of the Provincial 
Inspectors shall not be less than eight hundred dol- 
lars f$8oo.oo) and not more than fourteen hundred 
dollars ($1,400.00). They shall be divided into 
four classes, according to the salaries to be 
received by them. Those receiving eight hundred 
and not more than nine hundred dollars shall be 
designated 4th Class Inspectors; those receiving nine 
hundred and not more than one thousand dollars 
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shall be designated 3d Class Inspectors; those receiv- 
ing one thousand and not more than eleven hundred 
dollars shall be designated 2d Class Inspectors: and 
those receiving eleven hundred dollars or more shall 
be designated ist Class Inspectors. The Insular Chief 
shall classify and assign the Provincial Inspectors 
to provinces, subject to the approval of the Civil 
Governor. 

SBC. 17. All salaries provided for in this act 
shall be payable monthly. 

Sec. 18. The rate of compensation of the ser- 
geants, corporals and privates of the Insular Constabu- 
lary shall be fixed by the Insular Chief, subject to 
the approval of the Civil Governor. But he shall 
not be compelled to fix the same rates for all prov- 
inces, but in his discretion may fix different rates in 
different provinces, having reference to the rate of 
wages and cost of living therein. 

Sec. 19. Any officer or member of the Insular 
Police Force found guilty of obtaining for his own 
use any money or property from any person by 
threats of arrest or actual arrest or intended prosecu- 
tion shall^e guilty of a crime, and shall be punished 
by imprisonment for not less than one year and not 
more than ten years. 

Sec. 20. No member of the Insular Police Force 
shall interfere in any way with any elections held in 
the province for municipal or provincial officer. Any 
member of the Insular Police who is a resident of 
the province and entitled to vote may exercise such 
right, but he shall neither take part as an officer of 
the election, nor solicit votes for any candidate nor 



be a candidate himself at any election. Any violation 
•of this section shall be ground for his removal from 
oflSce. Upon conviction before a Justice of the Peace 
of a violation of this section, he shall be fined in any 
sum not exceeding one hundred dollars ($100.00), or 
imprisoned for any time not exceeding six months, 
or both. 

Sec. 21. Section 7 of the Provincial Government 
Act, as amended by Act No. 133, shall be further 
amended by striking out the following danse; 
“Whenever lawless violence or seditious conspiracy 
and disturbance of the public peace shall occur of 
so formidable a character as to be beyond the power 
•of the local police of the province to suppress, it 
shall be the duty of the Governor to call upon the 
Chief Executive of the Insular Government, or the 
military officer commanding the district in which the 
province lies, to send troops to suppress the disturb- 
ance,” and by substituting in said section, after 
the clause thus stricken out, the following: "When- 
ever, in the opinion of the Governor, the public 
interest requires it he shall call upon the provincial 
inspectors in charge of the police of the province 
to suppress disorder, riot, lawless violence or sedi- 
tious conspiracy or to apprehend all violators of law. 
Whenever lawless violence or seditious conspiracy 
and disturbance of the public peace shall occur of 
so formidable a character as to be beyond the power 
of the local and insular police of the province to 
suppress, it shall be the duty of the Governor to 
call upon the Civil Governor of the Islands to request 
the Military Governor and Commanding General to 
order troops of the Army of the United States to aid 
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the local authorities in suppressing the same. In 
the provinces of Sorsogon, Masbate, Romblon, Ma- 
rinduque and Surigao, between which and' Manila 
there is no telegraphic communication, the Governor 
of the province may in such cases make a direct call 
for aid upon the Military Commander stationed in. 
the province, without awaiting the result of an 
application to the Civil Governor and through him 
to the Military Governor.” 

Sec. 22. This act shall take effect on its passage. 

Enacted, July l8,. J901. 
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Manii.a, P. I., September i6, 1901. 

The following Regulations, Manual of Discipline 
and Code of Rules for the Philippines Constabulary, 
having been approved by the Civil Governor,, are 
published for the government of all concerned and 
vrtll be strictly observed. Nothing contrary to the 
tenor thereof will be enjoined in any part of the Phil- 
ippines Constabulary by any commander whomsoever.

REGULATIONS 

FOR the 

PHILIPPINES CONSTABULARY. 

ARTICLE I. 

definitions. 

1. The chief, assistant chiefs, and the four classes 
of provincial inspectors of the Philippines Constabu- 
lary are included in the designations “officer” or 
“officers” in these regulations. Sergeants, corporals, 
and privates of the Constabulary are included in the 
designation “enlisted men.” 

ARTICLE II. 

POSTS OF THE CONSTABULARY. , 

2. The posts to be occupied by detachments of 
the constabulary in each province shall be fixed by 
the assistant chief commanding the district, upon 
reconjmendation of the inspector commanding in the 
provitice. 

3. The senior officer or non-commissioned officer 
at a post is responsible to the senior inspector in the 
province for the discipline, drill, and instruction of 
the detachment stationed thereat; for the preservation 
and proper use of public property; for the strict 
enforcement of rules and regulations; and for the 
proper condition of quarters. 

ARTICLE III. 
ordnance. 

4. There shall be .invoiced and issued to .the 
senior inspector in each province as many revolvers 
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and revolver holsters, cartridge-boxes and belts, and 
half as many shot-guns and shot-gun cartridge-boxes 
and belts, as there are members of the constabulary 
ill such province, and ammunition accordingly. One 
revolver and revolver holster, cartridge-box and belt, 
and as many rounds of revolver ammunition as may be 
necessary shall be issued to each member. The shot- 
guns and shot-gun equipment and ammunition shall be 
stored at each post at the rate of one shot-gun to every 
two members stationed there, and shall be issued only 
in case of necessity for temporary use. 

5. Ordnance necessary for the use of the muni- 
cipal police shall also be invoiced and issued to the 
senior inspector in each province, who shall issue 
such ordnance to such police, taking the receipt of 
the presidente or other head of the municipality in 
each case. 

ARTICLE IV. 

UNIFORM OF enlisted MEN. 

6. The head-dress shall be a cap with a rigid frame 
extending all around from base of cap to top; height of 
frame three and one-half inches all around; diameter 
at top very slightly greater than at bottom; vizor of 
suitable material, black, round, shaped to frame, and 
sloping down from the horizontal; cover removabl'e 
and of the same color and material as the uniform 
blouse; two lines of red piping running around the 
sides parallel to the top and bottom edge of the cover. 
The lower piping at the bottom edge, and the upper 
piping in the seam one and three-fourths inches from 
the bottom edge; cover slightly belled from the upper 
piping to the top; top of slightly greater diameter 
than top of frame ; cover held in place by two remo v- 
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able regulation buttons, one on either side of the cap 
immediately back of the points of the vizor; cap to be 
worn with a red cord from button to button along the 
upper edge of the vizor, and a wreathed monogram 
of the letters P. C. pinned to the front of the cap, 
between the two lines of piping. 

For field service a wide brimme'd straw or felt 
hat, of suitable description and uniform in the prov- 
ince, with a red band one inch wide, may be worn. 

7. The blouse shall be made with a single pleat 
two inches wide in the back extending from the collar 
to the end of the skirt, with two outside pockets 
below the waist and two breast pockets, each of the 
pockets provided with flaps secured by removable 
regulation buttons, the breast pockets to have a pleat 
one inch wide. Blouse to have a standing collar, 
fastened in front by two hooks and eyes, an inch and 
a half to two inches high, depending upon the wearer, 
and having a line of red piping extending around it, 
resting against the outer face of the collar at its top 
and end edges, and projecting from the seam at its 
lower edge. On each shoulder there shall be a double 
red cord separating into a loop at each end, extending 
from the sleeve seam to the collar, and held in place 
by two small removable regulation buttons, one near 
the sleeve seam and the other near the collar seam; 
the sleeve to have a cuff with a red piping in the seam 
at its upper edge, the edge of the cuff on the inner 
side of the sleeve to be parallel to and from two and 
one-half to three and one-half inches from the lower 
end edge of the sleeve. On the outer side of 
the sleeve the cuff shall run up to a point 
midway between the two sleeve seams, such point 
2- pc 
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letters P. C. which shall be embossed upon them. 
Xhe plain monogram of the letters P. C. shall also 
be worn pinned to each side of the collar of the 
blouse. 

ARTICLE V. 

OFFICERS’ tft^IFORMS. 

13. The uniform for officers shall be the same 
as that prescribed in the preceding article, except 
that a detachable red shoulder strap, two inches 
wide at the sleeve seam and one and three-quarters 
inches wide at the collar, shall be worn instead of 
the doubje cord, the broad end of the strap to be 
suitably secured near the sleeve seam, and the narrow 
end to be held in place by a small removable regu- 
lation button near the collar; a brass or gold eagle 
of the U. S. Army pattern shall be worn pinned on 
the sh'oulder strap near the securing button, and 
pinned to the front of the cap between the two 
lines of piping instead of the wreathed monogram; 
the wreathed monogram shall be worn pinned to 
each side of the collar of the blouse instead of the 
plain monogram; a flat gold braid strap, five-six- 
teenths of an inch wide, shall be worn from button 
to button along the upper edge of the vizor instead 
of the red cord; and the following insignia of rank 
shall be worn on the shoulder strap: 

Chief, a silver figure of the shape and size of the 
space included between the arcs described by the 
swinging extremities of four radii, each three-quar- 
ters of an inch long and each having its pivotal end 
at one of the four corners of a figure one inch 
and a half square; the extremities of the arcs being 
in, and the arcs within, the sides of the square. 
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Assistant Chief, a gold figure of the same shape 
and size as that worn hj’ the chief. 

First-Class Inspector, four parallel gold or khaki 
bars extending entirely across the strap three-six- 
teenths of an inch apart, the bar nearest the sleeve 
seam end of the strap being parallel to and five- 
sixteenths of an inch from it, and each of the bars 
being five-sixteenths of an inch wide. 

Second-Class Inspector, the same as the first- 
class inspector except that the number of bars worn 
shall be three. 

Third-Class Inspector, the same as the first-class 
inspector except that the number of bars worn shall 
be two. 

Fourth-Class Inspector, the same as the first- 
class inspector except that the number of bars worn 
shall be one. 

14. When not on active duty, an officer may 
wear the above prescribed uniform, less the red pip- 
ing, in white. 

ARTICLE VI. 

DRILI. AND INSTRUCTION. 

15. The drill regulations of the U. S. Army are 
adopted for the constabularj', subject to such mod- 
ifications as may be announced in orders. Members 
w'ill also be instructed in the manual of discipline 
and in these regulations. 

ARTICLE VII. 
target practice. 

16. Each member of the constabulary may 
expend twenty-five rounds of revolver and twent3-- 
five rounds of shot-gun ammunition in each year at 
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target practice, but such ammutiitiou shall be ex- 
pended at regular ranges established by commanding 
officers of districts and provinces, and shall be issued 
b3', and expended tunder the supervision of, range 
officers designated by such commanding officers. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

INSPECTION. 

17. Assistant chiefs of constabulary shall make 
such inspections in their districts as the chief of 
constabulary may direct or as may be necessary for 
efficiency. 

18. Provincial inspectors shall make as frequent 
inspections as may be required of the municipal 
police in their provinces. Before a municipal police 
force is inspectad, the presidente or other head of 
the municipality shall be notified and his assistance 
obtained, so that the inspection may be thorough. 
In all cases the inspection will cover the efficiency, 
discipline and appearance of the force inspected; the 
state of all arms and equipment; the sufficienc}' and 
fitness of clothing; the nature and amount of drill, 
instruction and target practice; the cleanliness, state 
of repair and sanitation of all barracks and quarters; 
and the proper preservation and use of public 
property. 

ARTICLE IX. 

REPORTS. 

19. On the last day of March, June, September 
and December of each year, the senior inspector in 
each province shall prepare in triplicate and certify 
to the correctness of a report of the result of the 
inspections of municipal police and constabulary 
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made by the inspectors in such province during the 
quarter, to which shall be attached a, roll of the 
officers and enlisted men in his command, showing 
the post at which each officer of man is stationed 
and the duty he is performing at the date of the 
roll. At the end of the roll shall appear a list of 
all changes in the command since the last previous 
roll, giving names, dates and causes of changes. One 
copy of this report shall be retained in the office of 
the inspector commanding in the province, and the 
other two copies shall be forwarded to the assistant 
chief commanding in the district. One of the two 
copies so forwarded to the assistant chief shall be 
retained in his office and the other shall be forwarded 
to the chief of constabulary. 

20, The senior officer or non-commissioned 
officer at each post or group of posts shall, on the 
last day of each week, make a report, preferably in 
writing, to the senior inspector in the province, 
stating as briefly as possible the occurrences and 
conditions in the sphere of operations of his post 
for the week. On the 15th and last days of each 
month the senior inspector commanding in each 
province shall make a report in writing to the 
assistant chief, stating the occurrences and conditions 
in the territory included in the command of such 
inspector for the period since his last previous similar 
report. On the last day of each month the assistant 
chief commanding in each district shall make a 
report to the chief of constabulary, stating the 
occurrences and conditions in his district for the 
month. 
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ARTICLE X. 

REQUISITION AND SUPPEY. 

21. The senior inspector in each province shall 
make requisition on the proper officers at constabulary 
headquarters from time to time for the prescribed 
and necessary ordnance, equipment and supplies for 
his command. Such requisitions shall be forwarded 
through the office of the assistant chief. The 
requisition having been approved bj^ the chief of 
constabulary, the supplies shall be as far as practic- 
able invoiced and shipped to the inspector from 
constabulary headquarters. Funds for use in a district 
shall be similarly invoiced to the district disbursing 
officer. 

ARTICLE XI. 

PAY OE enlisted MEN. 

22. The pay of enlisted men shall be specially 
fixed for each province. The maximum monthly pay, 
stated in local currency, shall be twenty (20) pesos 
for a second-class private; twenty -five (25) pesos for 
a first-class private; thirty (30) pesos for a corporal; 
forty (40) pesos for a sergeant; and fifty (50] pesos 
for a first sergeant. In general, the pay of enlisted 
men will not greatly exceed that of the municipal 
police of the province. 

ARTICLE XII. 

ALLOWANCE FOR OFFICE, ETC, 

23. The following sums, stated in U. S. cur- 
rency, shall be allowed for offices, guard-house, 
arsenal and messenger, each month; 

To the Second, Third and Fourth Assistant 
Chiefs, each, $40,00. 
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To the Senior inspector in a province, fao.oo. 

To each other inspector requiring buildings al 
above, fis-oo. 

Officers are required to see that offices and other 
buildings under their charge are kept in thoroughly 
good order. 

ARTICLE Xm. 

OFFICERS TRA.VELtNG ON BOTY. EXPEDITIONARY 
FORCES. 

24. An officer traveling on duty from one post to 
another without a force of enlisted men shall proceed 
by the shortest practicable route. He shall be allow- 
ed, and shall be repaid by any disbursing officer of 
the constabulary, his actual necessary expenses while 
traveling, evidenced by itemized receipts for the 
money expended. 

25. An officer or non-commissioned officer com- 
manding a detachment of the constabulary absent 
from its station on duty, should it become impractic- 
able for the members of the detachment to ration 
themselves, shall be allowed, and shall be repaid by 
any disbursing officer of the con.stabulary, his actual 
expenditures for necessary subsistence for such de- 
tachment, evidenced by itemized receipts for the 
money expended. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

P-AY-ROLES AND PAYMENTS. 

26. On the last day of every month the senior 
inspector in each province shall prepare in duplicate, 
and certify to the correctness of, a pay-roll of the 
officers and enlisted men in his command for the 
month, including therein the allowance to officers for' 
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office, etc. Officers and enlisted men on duty at the 
district headquarters shall appear on a special payroll. 
Vouchers for the necessary and allowable expenses 
incurred during the month shall also be prepared. 
All such pay-rolls and vouchers shall be promptly 
forwarded to the disbursing officer of the district. 

27. Upon receiving snch pty-rolls and vouchers, 
the district disbursing officer shall submit them to the 
district commander for his endorsement, and, upon 
their being approved, shall promptly pay the amounts 
thereof to the members to whom the amounts are 
due. All such payments shall be made by check if 
practicable. 

28. All pay-rolls and other vouchers shall con- 
form in all respects to the printed forms therefor pre- 
scribed and issued by the Auditor of the Philippine 
Islands. 

article XV. 

MONEY AND PROPERTY ACCOUNTABILITY 
AND responsibility. 

2g. The accountability and responsibility of 
every member of the constabulary to whom public 
civil funds or public civil property is invoiced or 
transferred, or under whose care or control public 
civil funds or public civil property is placed or comes, 
shall be fixed and regulated by the existing laws, and 
the rules and regulations established from time to 
time hy the Auditor of the Philippine Islands. Every 
such member shall make the required returns, ac- 
counts, reports, statements, inventories and vouchers 
therefor, using in all cases the forms prescribed by 
the Auditor. All such returns, etc., shall be made 
through the channel of successive commanders. 
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ARTICLE XVI. 

OFFICIAIv correspondence. 

30. All communications of an oflScial nature be- 
tween members shall be sent through the channels of 
intermediate commanders, except in cases of emer- 
gency, when the communication may be sent direct 
and an official copy sent to intermediate commanders. 

ARTICLE XVII. 

_ APPOINTMENT AND PROMOTION OF OFFICERS. 

31. On January i, 1902, the officers of the 
Philippines Constabulary shall be arranged on the 
roster thereof according to relative rank, each in his 
own grade or class, and such relative rank shall not 
be changed or altered except by promotion by selection 
as hereinafter provided. 

32. Vacancies in the grade of fourth-class inspec- 
tor shall be filled by appointment by the chief of 
constabulary. 

33. Vacancies in the grades above that of fourth- 
class inspector shall be filled by promotion from the 
next lower grade or class, and all promotions shall be 
made by seniority, subject to such examination as may 
be required, except that every third promotion to fill 
a vacancy in any grade or class may be by selection 
to be made by the chief of constabulary from the offi- . J 
cers of the next lower grade of class. 

ARTICLE XVIII. 

TERM OF SERVICE OF OFFICERS. 

34. An officer shall remain such until his service 
. is terminated in one of the ways hereinafter mentioned. 
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ARTICLE XIX. 

DISMISSAI, AND DISCHARGE OE OKEICEES. 

35. An officer may be dismissed for inefficiency 
misconduct or disloyalty, and discharged for disabilit5-. 

36. No officer shall be dismissed or discharged 
without a hearing, or for reason other than those above 
snecified. 

ARTICLE XX. 

RESIGNATION OF OFFICERS. 

37. The resignation of an officer shall be forward- 
ed through intermediate commanders to the chief of 
constabulary. Until duly accepted, such officer will 
not be considered as out of the service. 

ARTICLE XXI. 

DISCHARGE OF enlisted MEN. 

38. An enlisted man shall not be discharged 
before the expiration of his term of enlistment except: 

(1) By order of the chief of constabulary, or 
higher authority, on the request of such enlisted man. 

(2) For cause. 

(3) On certificate of disability, by direction of 
the chief of constabularj'. 

39. When an enlisted man is discharged by 
reason of expiration of his term of enlistment, his dis- 
charge shall take effect on the last day thereof. 

40. Discharge certificates will be made in dupli- 
cate, on6 of which will be delivered to the enlisted 
man discharged, and the other will be forwarded 
through intermediate commanders to the chief of 
constabulary. On the back of each discharge will 
appear entries closing the account of the enlisted 
man, and showing the amount due him from the 
Government, or due the Government from him. 
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ARTICLE XXII. 

DEATH. desertion. 

41. The death or desertion of a member of the 
■constabulary shall be immediately reported through 
intermediate commanders to the chief of constabulary. 
Such report shall include, besides the name of the 
-deceased person or deserter, the date, place and 
circumstances of the death or desertion. In case of 
desertion, every effort will be made to arrest the 
•deserter, and his name and description will be fur- 
nished as expeditiously as possible to the nearest 
detachments of constabulary and to those ' in the 
direction in which the deserter is supposed to have 
gone. A deserter shall forfeit to the Government 
all salary or other compensation or allowances due 
him. 



MANUAL OF DISCIPLINE AND CODE OF RULES 

FOR THE 

PHILIPPINES CONSTABULARY. 

(Public Laws, 1901, No. 175, Sec. 6). 

Section i. All membersof the constabulary will 
obey strictly and execute promptly' the lawful orders of 
their superiors; respect to superiors will not be con- 
fined to obedience on duty, but will be extended on 
all occasions. 

2. The authority of superiors will be exercised 
with firmness, kindness and justice. Punishments 
must conform to law and follow offenses as promptly 
as circumstances w'ill permit; superiors are forbidden 
to injure those under their authority' by' tyrannical or 
capricious conduct, or by abusive language. 

3. Every' member exercising command will be 
held strictly responsible for the disciiiline and effi- 
ciency of those under him. 

4. Non-commissioned officers and privates of the 
constabulary will salute the chief, assistant chiefs, and 
inspectors of the constabulary', and all commissioned 
officers of the army and navy of the United States or 
of foreign states, using the form of salute prescribed in 
the drill regulations' of the United States Army, 

5. -MI members will wear their regulation uniform 
when on duty, and will habitually be neat and clean. 

6. No member will disclose any order, instruc- 
tion or information except to his superiors or other 
persons in authority' entitled to know the same; or use 
his position for revenging personal wrongs, or for any 
other private end. 
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7- All members will closely observe the conduct 
of persons of bad character, note their names, resi- 
dences and occupation, and the places they frequent, 
and learn to recognize them on sight. Suspicious 
rnovements of such persons will be promptly reported 
■to the proper superior. , 

8. All members will zealously study and acquaint 
themselves with the geography and topography of 
their respective districts, and with the personality and 
history of the residents therein. 

9. Especial attention will be given to the sup- 
pression and prevention of all unlawful assemblies, 
brigandage and insurrection, and to the arrest of all 
persons concerned therein. The presence and move- 
ments of organized bands, or of attempts to organize for 
any unlawful purpose, will be promptly reported 
through the channel of intermediate commanders to 
the chief of constabulary. 

10. Members will uniformly treat the public and 
each other with courtesy and consideration, and in 
case of need will afford the public efficient protection 
and each other prompt assistance and support. 

11. Members will maintain friendly relations 
with the honest residents of their districts, and seek' 
such co-operation from them as will tend to the better 
maintenance of peace and good order. 

12. No member will enter a private residence 
without a warrantor permission ‘from the occupant, 
except in those cases where immediate or forcible 
entry is allowed by law, or is absolutely necessary. 

13. Arrests will be made as quietly as possible, 
without unnecessary violence and without displa}’. 
Under no circumstances will a prisoner be abused, and 
the use of coarse, vulgar or profane language is pro- 
hibited. 
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14- An arrest is usually effected by the person 
making the arrest laying his hand on the shoulder 
or taking hold of the arm of the person to be ar- 
rested and informing him that he is under arrest. 
The arrest having been made, the prisoner will be 
informed of the charge against him; and, if the ar- 
rest be made on warrant, it will be read to him. 

15. No member will fail to immediately arrest; 

(a) Anyone he finds committing an offense 
against any law or ordinance, or who is in immediate 
flight from the place where he has committed an 
offense. 

(b) Anyone for whose apprehension he holds a 
legal warrant. 

(c) Anyone whom he has reasonable grounds 
to believe guilty of a crime or breach of the peace. 

16. When an arrest is made without warrant, 
the member making the arrest shall obtain a warrant 
from competent authority at the earliest practicable 
moment, and prisoners whether arrested with or with- 
out warrant, shall in all cases, within twenty-four 
hours if practicable, be brought before a judge or 
justice of the peace having juri.sdiction over the 
offense for examination, and release after bail if the 
offense is bailable. 

17. No member will desist from making a lawful 
arrest because the person to be arrested resists. 
Such force will he used as is necessary to capture 
the prisoner; and if the latter in resisting arrest 
assaults the member so as to put him in danger of 
his life or of great bodily harm, the member will 
use such force as is necessary to protect himself, 
even, in case of extreme danger, to the extent of 
killing his assailant. 
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18. When in pursuit of a criminal, an inspector 
is authorized to continue the pursuit beyond the 
borders of the province in which he has ordinary 
jurisdiction, and arrest the offender wherever he 
may be found, 

19. No member will shoot at a person flying 
from arrest unless he has good and substantial reasons 
to believe that such escaping person is guilty of 
crime and that he can be taken in no other way, 

20. A. member is authorized in case of neces- 
sity to require all persons present to assist him in 
making a lawful arrest and securing his prisoner. 

21. Where a flagrant offense has been cotmnit- 
ted, an immediate and thorough investigation will 
be made and the obtainable evidence for the deten- 
tion and conviction of the offender secured, including 
all documents and papers relating to the offense, the 
instruments or anus used in committing the offense 
and the names and addres.ses of all witnesses and 
persons having knowledge of the facts connected 
therewith. 

22. All members in charge of prisoners will 
exercise the greatest vigilance and take all necessary 
precaution, s to prevent their escape and secure them 
from molestation by the public. 

23. No member shall receive or share in any 
present, fee, gift or eniolunient for public services 
other than the regular salary, or other compensation, 
paid him by the Government. 

24. All municipal police .shall be governed by. 
and conform to, the provisions of each of the forego- 
ing sections, except that portion of section four relat- 
ing to salutes to army and navy- officers. 



25- The following forfeitures, stated in local 
currency, may be imposed; upon an enlisted man by 
the inspector before whom he is given a hearing as 
provided in section 9 of the constabulary act where 
the offense does not warrant dismissal; 

1. For a violation of section i of this manual, 
or for drunkenness on duty, from two pesos, to 
eight pesos per month for six months. 

2. For selling issue clothing, or for losing or 
spoiling accoutrements or clothing through neglect, 
from one peso, to five pesos per month for four 
months. 

3. For absence without leave for less than twelve 
hours, from one to six pesos. 

4. For absence without leave from twelve to 
twenty-four hours, from two to eight pesos. 

5. For absence without leave from' twenty-four 
to forty-eight hours, from two to ten pesos. 

6. For absence without leave for more than 
forty-eight hours, from three pesos to five pesos per 
month for four months. 

7. For failure to report at the time fixed for 
drill or other formation or duty, from one to five 
pesos. 

S. For violation of any preceding section of this 
manual other than section i, from one peso, to five 
pesos per month for four months. 

When the offender is a sergeant or corporal, the 
penalty of reduction may be imposed upon him in 
addition to the foregoing forfeitures. 
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Forfeitures shall be deducted from the offender’® 
pay on the pay-roll or pay-rolls next following tjjS 
date of the approval of their imposition by the® 
assistant chief in charge. 

26. Any member of the constabulary deetninp 
himself wronged by any ofScer or other member ' 
thereof niaj- complain direct to the Chief of Coti- 
stabulary or to the Assistant Chief in charge. 
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
